It*s curtains for 
strip-club plan 

O City councillor says new owners of Old Strathcona area club 
won’t feature strippers O Residents opposed exotic dance venue

Rumours of an exotic club strut¬ 
ting into Old Strathcona have 
been laid bare as false. 

Ben Henderson, city council¬ 
lor for the south-side neigh¬ 
bourhood’s ward, said he was 
relieved to learn yesterday the 
owners of a nightclub at Calgary 
Trail and 81 Avenue will not fea¬ 
ture strippers, despite their own¬ 
ership of another exotic-enter¬ 
tainment venue. 

“The owner has agreed not to 
operate as a strip club,” said Hen¬ 
derson, noting a special licence 
would be needed to do so. 

Henderson thinks the bar’s 
owner may have changed his 
mind in the wake of backlash. 
Whatever the motivation, Hen¬ 
derson welcomed the turn of 
events. 

“I don’t think anybody thinks 


it’s a good idea.... It’s an all-ages 
entertainment district, one 
where everyone can feel com¬ 
fortable.” 

Dean Chan remembers what 
having a “scuzzy” strip club near¬ 
by did to the area’s image back in 
the ’80s. 

“I think it turns people off. It 
puts us in a hole we have to climb 
back out of again,” said Chan. 
“There are other places that have 
turned around — and good for 
them, like 124th — and people 
will go there instead,” he said. 

Chan said he is “cautiously 
optimistic” the potential for 
strippers has been removed. 

Some business owners can’t 
see how strippers would have 
ever fit with the heritage area’s 
image. 

“I didn’t hear anything about 
a strip club going in until last Fri¬ 
day,” said Ausha Shakti, who 
owns A Sense of Serenity, a spir¬ 
itual shop next door to the bar.

Want to catch a bus? There’s an app for that

Cities across Canada are 
tiying to boost public tran¬ 
sit use by tackling one of 
the biggest fiaistrations for 
riders, the interminable 
wait at a bus stop wonder¬ 
ing when the heck that 
bus will come. 

Municipal transit servic¬ 
es are turning to text-mes¬ 
saging systems, apps for 
mobile devices and even 
alerts for your desktop to 
make riding a bus, train or 
subway more predictable 
and user-friendly. 


Winnipeg is on the lead¬ 
ing edge, using global posi¬ 
tioning software on all its 
buses to provide real-time 
information across multi¬ 
ple platforms. With a 
quick click on a computer 
or mobile device, you can 
see when your bus will ar¬ 
rive — and not the sched¬ 
uled time, but an 
up-to-the-minute estimate 
based on its current posi¬ 
tion and traffic volumes. 

Winnipeg has spent 
more than $4 million on 



its information system, called BusGadget. De- 
which includes a program signed for a home or office 


computer, the program 
lets users monitor one or 
more bus stops to see 
when upcoming buses are 
due. 

Toronto’s transit author¬ 
ity has also moved to pro¬ 
vide real-time arrival 
information through GPS 
locators on its buses. The 
system went online last 
month through a third- 
party website. Users can al¬ 
so send a text that includes 
their bus-stop number and 
get a message back that 


outlines the arrival times 
of upcoming buses. 

The Toronto Transit 
Commission doesn’t have 
the t 5 q)e of desktop soft¬ 
ware that Winnipeg does 
to remind users of upcom¬ 
ing buses, but it is allowing 
software developers to ac¬ 
cess its data and come up 
with their own programs. 

Other cities, such as Ed¬ 
monton and Montreal, 
have plans to add GPS 
technology.

An Australian investment

O Police: Target of Facebook hit fatally shot in Philly 
O Ex-girlfriend accused of offering $1K for killing 


A Philadelphia man was 
gunned down hours after a 
judge upheld felony 
charges against his ex-girl- 
friend, who was accused of 
offering $1,000 on Face- 
book for someone to kill 
him. But with the teenager 
who allegedly took the 
bait already in custody, in¬ 
vestigators said yesterday 
they aren’t sure why the 
man was killed. 

Corey White, 22, was 
shot once in the chest 
Monday night on a West 
Philadelphia street, au¬ 
thorities said. 

Homicide investigators 
said White got into an ar¬ 
gument with the occu¬ 
pants of a brown car and a 
man got out of the vehicle 


and shot him. 

“There are a couple of 
other theories out there,” 
Capt. James Clark said. 

A few hours earlier, a 
municipal judge had ap¬ 
proved charges including 
murder solicitation against 
White’s girlfriend, 20-year- 
old London Eley of 
Philadelphia, and murder 
conspiracy and weapons 
charges against 18-year-old 
Timothy B 3 mum of subur¬ 
ban Darby. 

“I will pay somebody a 
stack to kill my baby fa¬ 
ther,” Eley wrote in a post 
this spring, according to a 
police affidavit. 

A “stack” is $1,000, in¬ 
vestigators said.

Strip yesterday, one in 
an airstrike and another 
as he approached the 
Gaza border, Israeli and 
Palestinian officials said.

The day Libyan rebels ad¬ 
vanced into the strategic 
city of Zawiya, Moammar 
Gadhafi’s forces clamped 
down on the local hospi¬ 
tal. 

They forced doctors to 
perform hours of consecu¬ 
tive surgeries, put snipers 
on the roof and an anti¬ 
aircraft gun near the en¬ 
trance, two doctors who 
managed to escape said 
yesterday. 

As the Libyan regime’s 
grip on this coastal city of 
200,000 is slipping, stories 
are seeping out about the 
reign of fear and intimida¬ 
tion imposed here over 
the past five months. 

Residents interviewed 
in rebel-controlled parts 
of Zawiya gave accounts of 
mass arrests in the preced¬ 
ing months. A woman said 
her son-in-law and two of 
his relatives were arrested 
and killed by Gadhafi 
agents. 

Zawiya had risen up 
forcefully against Gadhafi 
when anti-regime protests 
swept the country in mid- 
February, but was reoccu¬ 


pied in a brutal crack¬ 
down in mid-March. 
Rebels pushed into the 
city on Saturday, but after 
four days of fighting, Gad¬ 
hafi’s soldiers still cling to 
positions in eastern areas, 
including the hospital.

O MPs could recall James Murdoch 
in wake of contradictory account 


Convicted phone hacker 
Clive Goodman warned 
more than four years ago 
that illegal eavesdropping 
was widespread at the 
News of the World tabloid 
and its senior journalists 
had approved the practice, 
according to a letter Good¬ 
man wrote to the human 
resources director of the 
paper’s parent company. 

In the letter, made pub¬ 
lic yesterday by British 
MPs, Goodman said phone 
hacking was carried out 
with “the full knowledge 
and support” of the pa¬ 
per’s leadership. 

Both News of the World 
and parent company News 
International have insisted 
that Goodman — who was 
fired, convicted and jailed 
for his role in the scandal 
— was the only reporter 
involved in intercepting 
voicemail messages. 

Goodman’s letter, ad¬ 
dressed to Daniel Cloke 
and dated March 2, 2007, 
directly contradicts that. 

Goodman said he was 
acting with the backing of 
senior journalists, that 
other staff at the News of 
the World were also hack¬ 
ing phones and that “this 
practice was widely dis¬ 
cussed in the daily editori¬ 



al conference, until explic¬ 
it reference to it was 
banned by the editor.” 

The names of those in¬ 
volved have been obscured 
by police. 

The House of Gom- 
mons’ culture, media and 
sport committee said they 
will probably recall James 
Murdoch to answer more 
questions about phone 
hacking at the News of the 
World. Murdoch, who runs 
the European division of 
his father Rupert's media 
empire, testified last 
month that he was un¬ 
aware of evidence of wide¬ 
spread phone hacking at 
the paper.

Taiwanese smartphone 
maker HTC Corp. says Ap¬ 
ple Inc. has violated three 
patents covering 
smartphones and other 
technologies, the latest 
round in a dispute between 
the two firms. 

HTC filed its latest law¬ 
suit yesterday in Wilming¬ 
ton, Del., where Apple Inc. 
sued HTC a year ago. Both 


companies also have com¬ 
plaints before the U.S.

2. If a train arrives as a 
bus does, the bus should 
be required to wait two 
or three minutes before 
departing. If the bus was 
there before the train, I 
can see some merit in 
keeping the bus on time 
and having it not wait 
(because another train 
could show up and cause 
another delay and etc). 

3. The schedules should 
be simplified to the Lon¬ 
don, England style: they 
should just say “about 
eveiy X minutes” or just 
list the minutes of the 
hour when more than 
three lines on the sched¬ 
ule reflect that interval.

From the ashes 

O After a decade of recovery, the area rocked by the terrorist attacks of 
9-11 is now a vibrant neighbourhood packed with restaurants and hotels 


Out of the ashes of 9-11 
has risen a vibrant neigh¬ 
bourhood packed with 
new restaurants and ho¬ 
tels, places to live and 
spots to shop, along with 
many ways to pay re¬ 
spects to an area some 
worried would never 
come back. 

A decade after the at¬ 
tack on the World Trade 
Center, Lower Manhattan 
draws roughly nine mil¬ 
lion of the city’s nearly 50 
million visitors a year, in¬ 
cluding the area around 
ground zero. 

The neighbourhood 
now has 18 hotels with 
more than 4,000 rooms, up 
from six hotels and 2,300 
rooms on Sept. 11, 2001. 

For many tourists, it’s a 


must-see, right up there 
with Times Square and the 
Statue of Liberty. 

“It’s a 24-7 neighbour¬ 
hood,” said George Fertitta, 
chief executive of NYC & 
Company, the city’s mar¬ 
keting and tourism arm. 

“It’s a great moment in 
time for Lower Manhat¬ 
tan.” 

While local shopping, 
restaurants and other at¬ 
tractions abound, remem¬ 
bering 9-11 is the primary 
focus for many visitors. 
The National September 
11 Memorial at ground ze¬ 
ro will open on the 10th 
anniversary of the tragedy. 
The Memorial Museum at 
the site will open a year 
later under a glass atrium, 
taking visitors 21 metres

The memorial is a big 
reveal years in the making.

And eveiy 
few minutes, departures 
from nearby Ronald Rea¬ 
gan Washington National 
Airport fly low and loud 
across the sky. 

Eveiy time the planes 
fly by, a visitor’s imagina¬ 
tion can’t help but con¬ 
template the force and 
fury with which Ameri¬ 
can Airlines Flight 77 
crashed into the Penta¬ 
gon’s west wall, killing 
184 people. 

“Everyone mentions 
the planes,” said Lisa 


Dolan, who heads up a 
team of nearly 50 volun¬ 
teer docents at the memo¬ 
rial, and whose husband 
— Navy Capt. Robert 
Dolan — was killed in the 
attack. “It’s an uncomfort¬ 
able feeling.” 

The Pentagon was the 
hrst of the three attack 
sites to open an official 
memorial. It was dedicat¬ 
ed Sept. 11, 2008, and is 
open 24 hours a day, 365 
days a year. It sits at the 
exact spot where the at¬ 
tack occurred. There is 
free admission to the site 
and visitors are encour¬ 
aged to take transit, using 
the Pentagon stop on the 
yellow and blue lines of 
the Metrorail system.

School has some breathing uneasy 

O Back-to-school brings a boom in asthma attacks, hospital visits, experts say O Parents can take precautions 


Oni Joseph used to go to her 
son's school each fall and 
explain why he was con¬ 
stantly sniffling and out of 
breath. 

Her son, 13-year-old Tou- 
ssaint, was “bom wheezy,” 
and his asthma has only 
grown worse with time, the 
Ottawa poet and mother 
said. 

Now, of course, the 
teen's teachers and class¬ 
mates are used to his per¬ 
petually mnny nose, his 
stash of tissues and his in¬ 
haler, a device used to send 
medication directly into 
the airways, his mother 
said.

But Joseph, 38, still wor¬ 
ries about sending him 
back to school in Septem¬ 
ber, a month when asthma 
attacks — and asthma-relat¬ 
ed visits to the emergency 
room — sk 3 U’ocket. 

Toussaint's S 5 miptoms al¬ 
ways fiare up in the fall, she 
said, and “he's had so many 
(attacks) this year,” includ¬ 
ing two that had the family 
dashing to the Children's 
Hospital of Eastern Ontario 
in a panic. 

“It's the scariest thing as 
a parent because you can't 
do an 3 ^hing,” she said. “So 
I'm veiy stressed.” 

Each year, the so-called

ing, wheezing and chest 
tightness - and trips to the 
emergency room. 

Hospital visits hit a “dra¬ 
matic peak” 17 days after 
Labour Day, a holiday gen¬ 
erally considered the end of 
summer vacation, said Neil 
Johnston, an epidemiolo¬ 
gist at the Firestone Insti¬ 
tute for Respiratoiy Health 
in Hamilton. 

For older teens and 
adults, the spike comes 
about a week later and isn't 
as pronounced, said John¬ 
ston, who has analyzed the 
phenomenon in a number 
of studies. 

“Things that are so ex¬ 
quisitely timed don't just 
happen by accident. 
There's something going 


on,” he said, noting re¬ 
searchers in Britain and 
Trinidad have spotted the 
same pattern. 

Though the September 
spike is predictable, it's not 
entirely preventable, given 
all the factors at play. 

But there's a lot families 
can do to lessen its impact, 
said Dr. Paul Ehrlich, a pe¬ 
diatric allergist in New 
York City and co-author of 
“Asthma, Allergies, Chil¬ 
dren: A Parent's Guide.” 

Parents should visit the 
school's health clinic to 
make sure nurses there 
know how to administer 
medication with an in¬ 
haler, he said. 

They should also talk to 
teachers and explain why 
their children are itchy, 
sneezy or wheezy, the doc¬ 
tor said. 

And some parents may 
want to spend a day tag¬ 
ging along with their little 
ones to spot possible pit- 
falls, such as dusty mats 
and rugs for nap time, he

Jim Thome sat on the 
dugout bench, looking 
upbeat and relaxed less 
than 24 hours after hit¬ 
ting his 600th home run. 

As word of the mile¬ 
stone made its way 
around baseball, mes¬ 
sages began pouring in. 

“It was pretty special,” 
Thome said. “A lot of ex¬ 
teammates, just friends 
in the game, and a lot of 
people from home. Pretty 
cool. Very cool.” 

Thome hit homers No. 
599 and 600 Monday 
night, becoming the 
eighth player to reach the 
mark. Minnesota manag¬ 
er Ron Gardenhire left his 
slugger out of the starting 
lineup yesterday, giving 
him a chance to rest. 
Thome seemed at ease af¬ 
ter what was at times a 
frustrating pursuit. 

The Detroit fans gave 


Thome a standing ovation 
as he rounded the bases 
during his big home run 
— a gesture that still res¬ 
onated a day later. 

“These are really, really 
knowledgeable baseball 
fans,” Gardenhire said. 
“The organization has 
been here a long time. 
These fans know the 
game and respect the 
game.” 

Thome’s accomplish¬ 
ment — which seemed al¬ 
most forgotten as he 
struggled a bit while ap¬ 
proaching it — reverber¬ 
ated around the major 
leagues. He spent plenty 


of time yesterday fulfill¬ 
ing media requests, but 
the sudden attention was 
well worth it. 

On Monday night, 
Thome went out of his 
way to acknowledge 
Charlie Manuel, who 
managed him when he 
played for Cleveland and 
Philadelphia. Manuel re¬ 
turned the favour yester¬ 
day. 

“He’s a credit to the 
game. His attitude is off 
the charts,” Manuel said 
before the Phillies took 
on Arizona. “I think he’ll 
definitely get into the 
Hall of Fame, yes.” 


Thome’s first big sea¬ 
son came with the Indi¬ 
ans in 1994, when he hit 
20 homers in that strike- 
shortened season. He’s 
hit at least that many 
every year since, with the 
exception of this year (so 
far) and an injury-plagued 
2005 with the Phillies. 

Philadelphia traded 
him to the Chicago White 
Sox after that — helping 
pave the way for Ryan 
Howard to emerge — but 
Thome remains appreci¬ 
ated in the City of Broth¬ 
erly Love. The Phillies 
played a video tribute to 
him last night. 


Thome revived his ca¬ 
reer with the White Sox, 
hitting 42 homers in 
2006. 

“This guy is a very spe¬ 
cial man in baseball,” 
Chicago manager Ozzie 
Guillen said. “When 
you’re good at something, 
people hate you, for what¬ 
ever reason. ... I think Jim 
Thome is one of the few 
people, few athletes, that 
everybody loves.” 

Thome didn’t start yes¬ 
terday. Gardenhire joked 
that he had a case of “ Ver- 
landeritis” — in reference 
to Detroit ace Justin Ver- 
lander, who has been 
overpowering the Ameri¬ 
can League this season. Of 
course, even Verlander 
has had his struggles 
against Thome, allowing 
seven home runs to him 
in 46 career at-bats.

With the launch of the v, Toyota is also introducing 
what it calls SofTex. It’s an optional S 3 mthetic 
leather-hke seat covering that the company claims 
is lighter than leather, more stain resistant and us¬ 
es far fewer nasty chemicals in the manufacturing 
process than other faux leather materials. 

All Prius models arrive well equipped, and 
among the more interesting options is a Panoram¬ 
ic View Moonroof with power-retractable 
sunshades. 


Engine 


The Prius v shares the 98-horsepower, 1.8- 
htre gas engine and 80-horsepower electric 
motor (that generates 134 net horsepower) 
and continuously variable transmission 
with its smaller hatchback sibling. 

Still, even with the use of hghter high- 
strength steel and aluminum, the v is 
about 100 kilograms heavier than a regular 
Prius and pays the price in the fuel-econo¬ 
my department.

The Prius brand is wel¬ 
coming a new family 
member with the autumn 
arrival of the Prius v wag¬ 
on. Toyota explains the 
lower-case “v” stands for 


versatile, but perhaps the 
automaker should have al¬ 
so added a “p” for practi¬ 
cality. 

The current Prius hatch¬ 
back that was introduced 
for the 2010 model year is 
already plenty practical, 
but the upcoming wagon 
goes one better. It also has 
a more conventional ap¬ 


pearance that should 
make the Prius more ap¬ 
pealing to a wider range of 
buyers. And the fact that 
the v’s similar gasoline- 
electric power team pro¬ 
duces exemplary fuel 
economy numbers — al¬ 
though not nearly as good 
as the hatch — is one 
more checkmark in its 


favour. 

The adjustments in con¬ 
verting the Prius into a 
Prius V are many. First off, 
the distance between the 
front and rear wheels has 
been increased. The roof 
has also been elevated and 
the body width increased 
just a touch. 

From the driver’s per¬ 


spective, the v’s nearly ver¬ 
tical liftgate makes for im¬ 
proved rear vision. 

So far, Toyota is keeping 
mum on the cost of v own¬ 
ership, but an on-the-road 
price in the $32,000 range 
is expected. At that rate, 
the V could add the letter 
“s” for successful to the 
wagon’s nomenclature.

If you’re pa 3 dng for 
more, ask your advisor/bro- 
ker/agent to explain why 
they’re recommending the 
higher amount. 

But physical damage or 
collision protection is op¬ 
tional, and if you’re driving 
an older or cheaper car, it 
might be a good call to drop 
it. 

You have less to lose if an 
older vehicle is hit or to¬ 
talled. 

You can also decrease the 
amount of deductible for at- 
fault collision protection. 

Small notes two factors 
often contribute to your 
comfort level with higher 
deductibles: your financial 
ability to absorb the extra 
amount ($1,000 versus 
$500, for example); and 
your family’s collective 
driving record and expert¬ 
ise (decent or shaky?). 


“Some families can just 
take more risk,” notes 
Small. 

He adds that Kanetix.ca 
makes it veiy easy to see 
the impact of lower de¬ 
ductibles; you can change 
the deductible amount and 
quickly see how it affects 
the quote. 

Small is surprised how 
many consumers don’t al¬ 
ways take full advantage of 
the various discounts that 
are available to insurance 
shoppers.

Saving more fuel with direct injection

With fuel efficiency a major 
issue for the auto industry, 
a first step is to improve the 
way the engine works. One 
solution is the increased 
use of gasoline direct injec¬ 
tion, or GDI. 

“GDI is an enabling tech¬ 
nology,” says Mark Shirley, 
senior engineer of engine 


design at H 3 mndai Ameri¬ 
can Technical Center. 

“The direct injection it¬ 
self isn’t what makes it effi¬ 
cient; it only allows other 
changes to the engine that 
improve economy.” 

H 3 mndai uses the system 
in its all-new Sonata and Ac¬ 
cent. 

In simplest terms, an en¬ 
gine works similarly to a bi¬ 
cycle. Just as your legs go up 
and down, pistons inside 
the engine do the same, 
turning a crankshaft whose 
spinning energy eventually 


turns the wheels. The pis¬ 
tons are powered when 
gasoline is injected into the 
engine and it explodes in¬ 
side the combustion cham¬ 
bers. 

Most modem cars use 
multi-port injection, in 
which the gasoline is inject¬ 
ed outside the combustion 
chamber, mixed with air 
and drawn in when an in¬ 
take valve opens. Once in¬ 
side, it’s ignited by the 
spark plug to power the pis¬ 
tons. With GDI, the gaso¬ 
line is injected directly into 



the combustion chamber 
instead. 

As it moves up and 
down, the piston compress¬ 


es the air-fuel mixture be¬ 
fore it’s burned. The more 
it’s compressed, the more 
power the mixture can pro¬ 
vide. 

However, compressing 
the mixture creates heat, 
which comes with new 
problems such as pre-igni¬ 
tion, when the fuel sponta¬ 
neously ignites before the 
spark plug fires. This is not 
only inefficient but, in ex¬ 
treme cases, can cause en¬ 
gine damage. Injecting 
gasoline as a high-pressure 
liquid directly into the com¬ 
bustion chamber cools the 
chamber and means the air 
mixed with it doesn’t get as 


hot, Shirley says. 

“Lower temperatures in 
the chamber allow higher- 
compression ratios and 
more spark advance, which 
allows the engine to be 
more fuel-efficient.” 

Gasoline must be mixed 
with air before it can be 
burned in the combustion 
chamber. GDI engines run 
“leaner,” meaning they use 
less gasoline and more air. 

They also bum the gas 
more completely and emit 
fewer pollutants overall 
compared with convention¬ 
al engines. 

Their main disadvantage 
is cost.

where the Lightning is the 
gun. The bright red pickup 
has one goal in mind — 
performance — while the 
EcoBoost is flooded with 
luxury, such as a plush in¬ 
terior with chocolate- 


coloured leather seats 
firont and back, power run¬ 
ning boards, “Platinum” 
trim and more safety and 
electronics than would 
ever flt inside the Light¬ 
ning. 

But, the Ecoboost 
makes a similar 365 horse¬ 
power and 420 pound-feet 
of torque while giving 
away about 450 kilograms 
of weight to the Lightning. 

Now what? We took the 
pair to the dragstrip for a 
little head-to-head battle. 

In terms of pure acceler¬ 
ation, the Lightning 
clawed away fi:om the big¬ 
ger and heavier EcoBoost 
with little trouble, posting 
quarter-mile times of 13.9 


seconds at 100 m.p.h. (160 
km/h). The EcoBoost F-150 
— which posted impressive 
times of 15.4 seconds at 92 
m.p.h. (147 km/h) —is sim¬ 
ply not designed for the 
same one-dimensional 
purpose. 

Yes, the EcoBoost is a 
stout little engine. But re¬ 
ally, the acceleration only 
tells a tiny sliver of the sto¬ 
ry- 

The EcoBoost F-150 Plat¬ 
inum seats five people, or 
two with a lot of gear. The 
regular-cab Lightning has 
room for just two people 
and almost no gear. As 
well, the EcoBoost is a 4x4, 
which makes it an all-sea- 
son machine where the 
rear-drive Lightning — 
without any form of trac¬ 
tion/stability control to 
prevent skids and spins — 
is utterly useless with even 
a skiff of snow and some¬ 
times a handful even on 
wet pavement. 

In terms of towing ca¬ 
pacity, the EcoBoost tows 
5,100 kilograms to the 
Lightning’s 2,300. 

Add in the fuel econo¬ 
my: About 14.7/10.7 1/100 
km for the EcoBoost and 
just 18.0/13.8 1/100 km for 
the Lightning, and that’s 
quite an “Egoboost” for 
the new F-150.

The modern version of 
the 1970 Dodge 
Challenger is a darling 
of terminally nostalgic 
car nuts and brings for¬ 
ward many of the origi¬ 
nal’s styling cues.

A low-budget and “plasticky” 
interior feel, road noise and a less-than- 
adequate factory stereo system are com¬ 
mon complaints. Some owners note 
that fuel consumption can be thirstier 
than a comparable two-wheel drive car. 



Common issues 

Check the windshield for 
an oily film that may 
impede vision. This could 
indicate a problem with a 
leaky heater core that’s al¬ 
lowing coolant to 
evaporate. Check the front 
footwells for signs of damp¬ 
ness through the carpet, 
which could indicate a wa¬ 
ter leak. Ensure the air con¬ 
ditioner works properly, 
check the liftgate (if 
equipped) and look for bro¬ 
ken or missing interior 
trim pieces. 

Verdict 

This generation of Impreza 
didn’t pack any new and 
radical technology, though 
it seems to be a solid and 
reliable performer as a re¬ 
sult. With a thumbs-up 
from a mechanic, owners 
can expect a reliable and 
worry-free all-season driv¬ 
ing experience for years to 
come.
